Recently, -however, the St. Louis Cours- 
ing Club, composed of some of the leading 
business men of ths city, lovers of sport 
and fair play, working under the rulings 
of the American Coursing Board, have ele- 
vated the sport to such a degree that each 
Bunday meetings of the very highest or- 
der are conducted and are well attended. 
The grounds are so constructca and the 
jacks are so familiar with their surround- 
ings that after giving the greyhounds a 
lively chase they dart to their corral 
through openings made for them, and are 
safe. 

It was only a few years ago that a propo- 
sition to open a coursing park in San Fran- 
cisco was laughed at as the height of folly 
by the wise ones, all kinds of disaster being 


prophesied, should an attempt to conduct 
the enterprise be made. How near right 
these prophets were the results have shown. 

The race tracks for horse racing were 
considered to be doing well when they had 
an attendance of 2000, vet the coursing 

arKks today number their attendance by 

0,000 and 12,000 and. where thoroughbred 
race horses are running for $1000 stakes 
greyhounds in San Francisco ran last week 
‘for a stake of $6600, and where 2-year-old 
colts are running for $400 purses, the Cali- 
fornia Futurity for two-year-puppies last 

ear amounted to $4800. Coursing in San 

Trancisco today has superseded horse rac- 
ing. One greyhound alone in ’Frisco has 
earned over $10,000 for his owner and the 
stud fee for ‘‘For Freedom”’ is $500. 

St. Louis has sent to the coast some of 
the most famous winners and today has. 
some of the grandest bred greyhounds in 
the world, amongst the most noted being 
Wharburton, Barton Tag, Sir Gug, White 
Wings, Black Beauty, Astral Maid, Mon- 
soon, Diana da Diablo, Linda, Van Natta, 
Queenie thfe Thief, Gil Blas, Royal Hill, 
Lord Glenkirk, King o’ the Hills, Mellitus, 
Van Nye, Baby Barnes and hundreds of 
others of lesser prominence. 

A great many of the above are born in 
the purple and can trace their ancestry back 
generations to famous Waterloo, winner in 
England. 

In this connection the breeding of grey- 
hounds is more closely guarded than in 
most any city in America, as no greyhound 
can run in a course who has not been 
registered and a false registration meets 
with an immediate ruling off from every 
coursing meet in this country, and a puppy 
or dam being falsely entered in a stake, 
not alone loses any prtves Won, but can 
never run again. 

Just at present, wht#n théfe is so much 
agitation over using ‘drugs on horses, it 
may be well for the racing association to 
follow the rulings of the Coursing Board, 
for in this regard their rule is strict and 
lar reaching. It reads-as follows: 

“Should an owner be guilty of using any 
drug to animate or increase his or her speed, 
the owner, dog and his get, together: with 
any other greyhounds or their get that are 
owned by the guilty party, will be ruled off 
for life, and the owner will not be al- 
lowed to run or train a greyhound there- 
after in any meeting in America.”’ 

To give some idea of how a meet is ar- 
ranged and stakes gotten up, it will be 
necessary to meet with the greyhound 
owners. An all-age stake is on the vro- 
gram, which means that any greyhound 
duly registered, ol any age or sex, can run. 
The owners hand to the secretary the 
hames of their dogs, pedigree, sex and 
color. The secretary of the club writes 
each dog’s name on a sheet and places a 
number opposite each entry, if an eight- 
dog stake, from 1 to 8, if sixteen or twen- 
ty-four, from.1 to 16 or 24, 4according to 
the number of dogs entered.

St. Louis. 

He has no moncy, but he is happy. 

One. by one his children have come 
over to him; Wednesday his wife arrived. 

For a month Soltz and his children 
have been watching trains day and night 
for the arrival of the wife and mother. 
She was on the way for two months, trav 
eling in fourth-class trains, in immigrant 
ships, hy the longest route. 

Wednesday the long watch ended and 
all the neighbors gathered at 912 O'Fal- 
lon street to rejoice over the womans 
arrival and share in the man's joy. 

For 12 years the woman had kept a 
home in Russia, sending each year of the 
last @ight the eldest child, then with her, 
to join their father, who was making the 
new home in St. Louis. At last came 
her turn, and today no woman is. happier 
than she who has acomplished the jour- 
ney so long looked forward to. 

Twelve years ago Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 
Soltz lived in the Russian village of Ase- 
sok, nine miles from Vilna, the principal 
city of the province of Vilna, one of the 
Russian states near the boundary line of 
east Prussia. They had six children, The 
oldest of these was Rosa, aged 17, and 
the youngest Bessie, aged 3. In addition 
to these there were two girls, Tillie and 
Fanmie, and two boys, Abraham and Hy- 
men. 

Mr. and Mrs. Soltz were Russian Jews 
in a Yiddish neighborhood. Taxes were 
oppressive and the country overcrowded 
and there was much distress. Many of the 
neighbors secured what money — they 
could, slipped through the Czar’s guard 
on the Prussian border and got away to 
America. The Soltzes, too, longed to 
get away from the squalor and over-pop- 
ulation of Russia and reach the land of 
the free. But it was so ridiculous to 
think of it, for they were without money 
and could get none and transportation 
to America for the father and mother and 
the six children meant eight or nine hun- 
dred dollars. 

More and more of their neighbors left 
for America and Soltz became impatient 
to join them. He finally agreed with his 
wile that he should ge and leave her at 
home with the children until he should 
be able to send hey money enough for 
the family to make the trip across the 
west side of Europe ard the Atlantic 
Ocean. Judging from what be had heard 
of the United Stes of America Soltz 
thought he ought to make the money 
within a year, It would not be long to 
Wait—a single year, and there was much 
to wait for,

While He Toiled in St. Louis His Wife Remained in Russia, Ship- 
ping a Child to Him as Fast as Sufficient Money Accumulated, 
and Wednesday She Came to Join the Husband She Had 
Not Seen in Twelve Years and Children Who Had 
Grown Out of Her Knowledge. 
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Soltz left his Russian home with 1v2 
rubles in his pocket. he cect Trough the 
boundary guard all right and walked to 
the Prussian village of Tilsit, where he 
boarded a boat on the ‘Meme! River and 
rode down to the Baltic Sea and down the 
coast to the City of Konigsberg. There 
he boarded a train and he made his way 
by rail through Germany to Hamburg, 
where he sailed tor England. He went 
across England in a_ fourth-class train 
and took a steamer at Liverpool] for Bos- 
ton. 

When he stepped upon the wharf at 
Boston he had in his pockets but two 
of the 102 rubles with which he had start- 
ed. Inthe money of the United States at 
that time a ruble was worth about 60 
cents, so Samuel Soltz came from Rus- 
sia in advance of his family to provide a 
home for them here, landed in the New 
World with 130 cents in his pocket and 
his head tull of wonder to know how in 
a life time he was going to raise enough 
money to bring his wife and their six 
children over the long route by which he 
had come, 

His first experience in America cost 
him one of his rubles. He went upon a 
bridge leading over to the city, and thie 
toll collector kept the whdle ruble, as he 
had possibly done with many an imm- 
grant just come and ignorant that even 
in this glorious home of the free there 
was wickedness. 

Things did not prosper with Soltz in 
the city of Boston. He found the place 
overcrowded with immigrants who, like 
himself, had landed there and wandered, 
seeking to do they knew not what. Soltz 
remained in Boston but thftee weeks when 
he went into the hills of New Hampshire. 
Even there he did not find money as 
plentiful as report in Russia had made it, 
and the first anniversary of his arrival in 
America found him in much the same 
circumstances in which he landed and 
with no money for the family to come 
“om Russia to the United States. Soltz 
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remained in New Hampshire about two 
years and six months, and when he leit 


there for Mexico, Mo.. he was still too 


poor to bring any of his people acros®> 


the ocean. He did better in Mexico, and 
the fourth year he sent his wife what 
money he had saved. It was enough to 
send Tillie and Abraham, two of the oid 
est children, and Mrs. Soltz sent them. 
She remained with the younger children. 


There was no alternative. There was not 


moncy enough for the whole family to 


+ 


make the trip and the mother would not 
go and leave any of the children in Rus 
sia. She determined that she would re- 
main and be the last to go. 

Tillie and Abraham had a long trip ot 
it from their little village home in Ru 
sia to Mexico, Mo., and the father at thus 
end and the mother behind were dis- 
traught with many fears lest harm befall 
the young immigrants. But they made it, 
turning up in Mexico with Tillie grown 
to womanhood and Abe one of the most 
agctive and brightest-eyed youngsters in 
Missourt. 

The next year Soltz sent more money 


to Russia. and the mother sent Rosa, 
then 19 years old. It was necessary to slip 
all the children through the boundary 
guard to get them out of Russia, but 
friends of the: mother managed this, and 
Rosa got away all right and joined her 
father and sister and brother at Troy, 
Mo.. whither they had moved The 
Soltzes were now evenly divided between 
the United States and Russia, but the 
father was doing his best to get 

them here, and the next year found Hv- 
men, a bright lad in his early teens, 
speeding on his way. The next year the 
mother sent Fannie, 
est children, to join the father in St. 
Louis. 

The present year found the mother 
still in Russia, though it had been 12 
years since her husband left, and most ot 
her children had ‘been gone for years.

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PHOTOGRAPHING THE SKY'S MILLIONS 8S 


A Work Begun in 1887 by a Corps of Devoted Enthusiasts Is Nearly 
Completed, and Is Here Described for the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch by an Eminent Astronomer. 


BY W.B. NORTHRUP. 


O PHOTOGRAPH and map out the 
entire henvens—to search, with the 
camera, the profoundest depths of 

space—to bring to light all the heavenly 
bodies far beyond the vision of the most 
powerful telescope—to tabulate and cata- 
sogue millions of stars—is the stupendous 
task which the International Astrographic 
Congress set ‘itself to perform when it con- 
vened in Paris, April 16, 1887. 

The work of this congress is nearly com- 
pleted, and already sections of the ‘star 
charts are being printed and sent to the 18 
different observatories interested in the un- 
dertaking. 

Mapping the entire heavens will prove an 
epoch-making enterprise. Future genera- 
tions will chronicle the achievement as one 
of the greatest of this century, and each as- 
tronomer aiding the work will hold a char- 
ter to fame. 


Fifty-five delegates, representing the 15 


first instance to star photography, 

The new star map is an amazing work. 
The patchwork of photographs will cover 
an immense globe, having a diameter of 24 
feet. During the work 44,000 photographs 
will be taken, and a catalogue of 
stars will be made. Each photograph, to 
avoid errors, will be duplicated. Altogether 
more than 30,000,000 stars will be photo- 
graphed. 
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Previous to the middle of this century 
such a work would have ben considered be- 
yond the bounds of possibility. To tabulate 
these stars in the ordinary way would.take 
thousands of years, the stars themselves 
would change. their places before the work 
could be half finished. It is only through 
photography that it can be done at all. The 
entire work could be done in one night, so 
far as the actual photographing is con- 
cerned, but varying conditions of atmos- 
phere, climate and season have rendered 
necessary the spending of a number of 
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most enlightened nations, deliberated for 
nine days in Paris in 1887, deciding to make 
the great star map, and 18 observatories 
were appointed ‘to do the work. The meet- 
ing was the result of a suggestion made on 
June 4, 1886, by Dr. Gill of the Royal Ob- 
servatory, Cape of Good Hope. It was fit- 
ting that Dr. Gill should originate the work, 
for it was from his famous photograph of 
the comet of 1882 that astronomers’ the

Wolf's great map of the Pleides, whereon 
but 671 stars are shown, took many years 
of the cloest Visual observation to com- 
plete. Today, photography, in an hour's 
exposure, shows 1421 stars of the same 
group, furnishing accurate data for calcu- 
lations unattainable by visual means. Tele- 
scopic observations during eclipses are now 
subordinate to photographic records, Rapid- 
ly changing objects in the heavens—objects 
too fleeting to be observed by the eye—are 
caught on the sensitized plate and stored up 
for leisurely study.

FOSSIL MAN 


A SCIENTIFKC- IMPOSSIBILITY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 

Post-Dispatch. 

ROF. C. BYRON GORDON of the Pea- 
body Museum of Boston has declared 
emphatically that the prehistoric fos- 

sil know as the Spring Gulch (Ney.y giant, 
is a manufactured product. He sets forth 
his reasons for so believing most clearly 
and s¢ems to dispose of this latest ana- 
tomical curiosity. 

The very latest of this class of phenom- 
ena is the fossil man, which it is claimed 
was dug up some weeks ago in Spring 
tulch, about three miles north of Reno, 
Nev. The Nevada State Journal gives the 
following account of it: 

“The stone man was found in a two-foot 
seam of clay with gravel above and below 
it. The body was found on the outer curve 
of the gulch opposite where an ancient 
stream had cut to bedrock. It is undoubt- 
edly the fossil of a man drowned in an 
old lake. The body became imbedded in 
the mud at the bottom, which hardened 
as the waters receded and left an exact 
impression of the body, which later 
compesed and vanished in gases. Subse- 
quently this clay mold was filled with the 
depositions of a stream which later flowed 
over the place. 

“The body was petrified while lying in a 
reetful pose, the left side uppermost. The 
right hand rests easily just over the heart, 
while the left Hes on the left thigh, the 
face is turned so that the head would be 
supported at the base of the skull.” 

The specimen was bought by a gentleman 
who most Hkely took it largely on faith, 
from the original resurrectors, He shipped 
it to Boston where, from last accounts, it 
now is, and sent a photograph of it and 
the place it was found, which we reproduce, 
to Dr. W. H. Wall, secretary of the Frank- 
lin Institute. Accompanying the photo- 
graphs there was a clipping from a Boston 
paper, from which we learn that it weighs 
4% pounds, is a man 6 feet tall, of from 
1000 to 3000 years of age, and in the language 
of science, ‘‘a true fossil." Also. and this 
with considerable detail, that Prof Gordon 
of the Peabody Museum had examined it 
and pronounced it to be not a fake, but 
an easily demonstrated true fossil. Dr. 
Wahl regarded it very suspiciously, but as 
he had not seen it and in view of the 
opinion, as stated in the clipping, of so 
eminent an authority as Prof. Gordon, he 
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was indisposed to discuss it. 
the photographs were taken to the Acad- 
emy of Natural Sciences and submitted to 
most of the scientists connected with that 
institution. They, like Dr. Wahl, having a 
high regard for Prof. Gordon's opinion, de- 
clined to express their views without first 
secing the specimen. 

After some considerable conversation On 
the subject among the scientists of Phil- 
adelphia and a generally expressed view 
that a direct opinion from Prof. Gordon 
would be appreciated, a request to that 
effect was addressed to the professor, who 
in answer sent thé following letter, which 
very effectually disposes of the subject: 

“Peabody Museum of American Archae- 
ology and Ethnology, Harvard University, 
Cambridge, Mass., U. 8S... A., Cambridge, 
Mass., Oct. 1, 190). Dear Sir: Your letter 
ot the 26th of September is at hand, and in 
reply 1 wish to state that I have been in- 
correctly reported respecting my _ state- 
ments with referenee to the so-called 
sil man.’ When I went to see the object 
first 1 thought that I could tell with 
tainty, at a glance, whether or not it was 
genuine, but on seeing it only partly un- 
packed, although fairly convinced it was a 
fraud, I was not prepared to make 
definite statement till 1 had an opportunity 
of examining it. When questfoned I simply 
said that if it was genuine it was the 
only specimen of the kind in existence 
That it was in no sense a petrified man, 
but a cast, whether made artificially or nat- 
urally; that it reminded me of the 
taken from Pompeii, ete. 

‘A few days later I had a letter from the 
owner asking me to write him a letter ex- 
pressing my opinion of the specimen, Be- 
fore doing so I made a careful examina- 
tion, which confirmed me beyond a doubt 
in the opinion already formed—that the ob- 
ject was manufactured, 

“You ask me for my reasons for my opin- 
jon, and without entering into the various 
indications (external), which were about 
sufficient to indicate the true character of 
the object, I need only say that an exam- 
ination of «the material showed it to be 
Portland cement and sand. 

“About the time of receiving your letter I 
heard that a syndicate was about to pur- 
chase the cast for $16,000 for the purpose of 
exhibiting it. over the country as a true 
‘fossil man.’ Very sincerely yours,

We made three of these big columns. 
The first one sent to St. Louis broke while 
being hoisted into place. There was a flaw 
in the rock near the center of the column, 
but it had not been perceptible from the 
exterior. My company has naturally been 
very anxious to get the columns placed, 
for they are so much larger than anything 
we ever handled that accidents with them 
There was no known plan for 
of weight, but I 
rigged an iron harness, swung the pil- 
lars into the air, turned them 
lar there without straining them, and low- 
ered them upon their pedestals without any 
trouble. The first one would not have 
broken had it been without a flaw. [ am 
sending it baek to the quarries. Losing it 
falls wholly upon us, and all we can 
is the granite in the two pleces. 
columns are not the Samson 
julled down. It would require the strength 
of many Samsons to dislodge one of the 
pillars at the St. Louis trust building, for 
they rest Squarely upon their pedestals and 
are so heavy that to topple them would be 
equal to uprooting one of the giant trees 
of the Pacific slope.

The Marquis de Mores, 
of vanity and courage, of the fantastic and

the genuinely romantic, whose career in 
America was a picturesque medley of fake 
and braggadocio, extravagance and gulli- 
bility, good comradeship and bad finance— 
the handsome, daredevil, duelling, fire-eat- 
ing, warmhearted, attitudfnizing Marquis de 
Mores—was ambushed and _ treacherously 
slain in Tunis four years ago while leading 
a French expedition designed to co-operate 
with that of Marchand in thwarting Eng- 
land’s plans in Africa. 

His widow has been collecting 


for a year to prove that his death was in-

stigated by the French government. 

She declares that her representative, M. 
Delahaye, has secured proof implicating 
many exalted French officials in Algeria. 

M. Delahaye is compiling a book in which 
the entire plot will be exposed. It will make 
charges of the most sensational kind and 
support them with affidavits from many 
Arab and European. 

The next step will be for the government 
to be interpellated on the subject in the 
Chamber of Deputies. And that will pre- 
cipitate a storm.

Only by trying to picture an American or 
English government confronted witn such 
a charge can the reader adequately realize 
the enormity of the case. 

The motive? Oh, it is easy to assign mo- 
tives for political crimes in strife-torn 
France. De Mores was an Orleanist and an 
anti-Semite. He was a troublesome man, 
a thorn in the side of the government. 
That is motive enough his would-be aveng- 
ers think. But they add one more: 

The Marquis de Mores possessed know!- 
edge of many of the undisclosed secrets of 
the Dreyfus case—knowledge menacing to 
the peace of men high in the army and 
the government. 

In order that those secrets might be 
buried forever, the marquise and her politi- 
cal friends say, he was first packed off to 
Africa and then assassinated. 

M. Delahaye is an ex-deputy and former 
editor of the Libre Parole. His statements, 
after a year’s investigation in Algeria and 
Tunis, are startling in the extreme. He 
declares that all the stories hitherto given 
to the world about the murder are lies in- 
vented by French officials. 

“It has been stated,’ he says, ‘“‘that the 
caravan was composed of brave men de- 
voted to their master. We can prove, on 
the contrary that the caravan was organ- 
ized expressly to lead De Mores to his 
death. 

“Tt has been a boast of the chief assassin 
that he was entrusted with the work of 
conducting the unlucky marquis to the place 
where he was to meet his fate. 

“We accuse Col. Rebillet of directly caus- 
ing the death of the marquis. 

“This officer, notwithstanding his rank, 
carries on trade in southern Tunis, which 
he seems to consider almost a private pos- 
session. 

“We also accuse of complicity the resi- 
dent-general, M. Millet, who knew what 
was going to happen but took not a single 
step to prevent a foul crime. 

“The manner of the assassination shows 
how determinedly it was plotted. For three 
hours the marquis withstood a desperate 
siege with a gallantry which those who 
knew him can well picture. When his body 
was found 20 bullet wounds were counted 


“One of our most important witnesses is 
an Arab named Taieb Ben Brahin. For 
two months he lived with the Chamba tribe, 
doing valuable detective work for us. Under 
promise of pardon he brought to Tunis four 
members of the tribe who had taken part in 
the murder, They were prepared to tell who 
had instigated it. 

“What did the representatives of the 
French government do? They retaliated on 
the unfortunate Mohammed by perse- 
cuting his family. 

“Owing to the resident’s machinations the 
faithful Arab’s son was put in danger ot 
his life at the hands of the Chambas and 
was obliged to flee to Tunis. 

“Shortly ’afterward Mohammed himself 
was arrested on a charge of being a vaga- 
bond. Nothing could have been more un- 
just, more absurd, for he was one of the 
most important chiefs of southern Tunis. 
Yet he was thrown into prison for nineteen 
days. 

“No attempt was made to bring the case 
to a fair trial. The accused and accusers 
have never been confronted. as justice de- 
mands. There has been no cross-examina- 
tion. 

“Another discovery of importance that 
we have made is that the Marabout of Gue- 
mar, of the tribe of the Tidjanias, promised 
the murderers full pardon and all the loot 
they could get if they killed the Marquis de 
Mores.’ 

Such are some of the amazing allegations 
that will be pressed upon the attention of 
the French people and may help to make 
history. 

The Marquis de Mores is best remembered 
in America by the stir he created there ten 
years ago. He was already the husband of 
Banker von Hoffman's daughter when he 
crossed the Atlantic. 

A handsomer man seldom walked the 
streets of New York. In his appearance 
were combined all the elements of beauty, 
strength, picturesquesness and romance. 

He was the son of the Duc de Vallom- 
brosa, whose ancestral castle is in the 
Maritime Alps near Cannes. More than six 
feet high, with the build of a grenadier and 
the features)/of an aristocrat, he looked as 
if he might have stepped out of the pages 
of one of Ouida i's } novels.

The Cherokees have 
invested or lent to the United States $2,- 
635,000. The Creeks have $2,000,000 thus lent, 
the Chickasaws $1,308,000, the Choctaws 
$545,000 and the Seminoles $1,500,000. It is 
estimated by Tams Bixby, chairman of 
the commission to the Five Tribes, that 
each Cherokee citizen will get 120 acres of 
land of ave rage value as his allotment, the 
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Creeks will get between 160 and 20 acres, 
the Seminoles about 160, the Chickasaws 
and Choctaws about 5 acres each. Be- 
sides this land they will get equal shares of 
the invested funds which are to be paid te 
them just as soon as they have all selected 
their allotments. 
What will become of these Indians thus 
suddenly enriched? In the opinion of many 


the ontlook is not hopeful. Conditions at 
present are in a chaotic state, and it does 


not seem likely that living conditions will 
improve when the Indians own the territo- 
ry. Towns with a population of five or six 
thousand people have no sidewalks at att 
and no roads worthy of the name. After a 
heavy rain business is practically suspend- 
ed.

It has not been possible to trace the 
small coins, because by the time it was 
discovered that they were counterfeit most 
persons had forgotten where they secured 
them. But with the gold coin it was dif- 
ferent and when a saloon keeper who had 
accepted a $5 gold piece one evening dis- 
covered the next morning that it was a 
counterfeit he had little difficulty in re- 
membering where he had obtained it. 
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The matter was placed in the hands of 
Marshal Hammack, who, by putting two 
and two together, concluded that it would 
be a thing to search Bennett’s cave. 
At cave he found Stephen Allen, an 
old man who claims to have discovered the 
cave in 1875 and who has lived there inter- 
mittently ever 

Surprised and confronted by the officers, 
Allen that some ‘queer’ opera- 
tions had been carried on there.

This new departure appears to have been 
the enterprise of William Henderson, who 
drifted in from somewhere abowt a year 
ago and established headquarters at’ the 
cave. In July of this vear he received 
from Gray & Co., a Cincinnati firm, a sel 
of machinery for gold-plating. He then 
made the molds by taking an impression of 
coin. The imitation coin 
pouring lead into the molds 
and then gilding the counterfeit with the 
plating machinery.

While Cress was standing in the 
midst of a group of ladies Mahaney leaned 
over a fence a few feet away and fired the 
fatal shot. The bullet plerced the heart and 
(ress fell into the arms of his sister and 
expired.
